BRITISH LOSE IN MAFEKIN6 SORTIE 
Boers Loss Only Two Killed and Seven Wounded, 


British Loss 109 Killed and Wounded, 


Fighting at Modder Eiver, German 


Steamer Seized by British 


Lourenzo Marquez, Dec. 30—Advices 


from Pretoria, Wednesday say an offi- 
cial dispatch from Mafeking announces 
a sortie by the British was made from 
that place the 25th, attacking one of 
the Boers forts with cannon, Maxims 
and an armored train. The British lost 
109 killed and wounded; the Boers only 
two killed and seven wounded. 


Captains Kirkwood and Grenfell cap- 


tured by the scouts near Colenso have 
been sent to Pretoria. 


Ten unloaded shells inscribed "Sea- 


sons greetings" were fired at Lady- 
smith. 


A dispatch from the Boer camp at 


Modder River reports an artillery duel 
at that hour Thursday. 


On Friday the British commenced the 


steady bombardment of the Boer posi- 
tions.

Cape Town, Friday—Troops from the 


British, camp at Victoria West turned 
out last night to repel an attempt of 
the Bn«rs to cut the railroad near the 
station.

BOER SYMPATHIZERS 


IN CINCINNATI 


Manila, Dec. 
30—The funeral 
of 


General Lawton occurred this morning 
with Impressive ceremonies. 


The remains were conveyed from the 


cemetery down to the Luneta to Pasig 
and thence to the transport Thomas, 
which sails this afternoon. 


As the r-ody was removed from the 


vault Chaplain Man-it read prayers. 
The personal staff of the late general 
was augmented, by Color Sergeant Si- 
mon, Trumpeter Haberkam. and Pri' 
vates Okum and Mohrhusen, The lat- 
ter, who were closely connected with 
General Law-ton's recent campaigns^ 
bore the casket from the vault to the 
six-horsed caisson 
awaiting at 
the 


gate. 


The funeral procession was composed 


of a band of the Twentieth regiment,

at the time of death, battery of artil- 


lery, a number of clergymen, the cais- 
son covered with flowers.

We may need 50,000 men, but we are 
satisfied we can have them on time, 
even with a British blockade.

FRANCE STIRRED UP OVER FUTURE OF 


DELAGOA BAY AND BRITISH SEIZURES 


Latter Proceeding Outside of International Rights^ 


Precedents Showing That Great Britain Has 


Not Acted Right in the Matter 


Paris, Dec. 30,«-The virtual seizure b.\ 


Bntioh officials c«t vessels laden with 
American flour consigned to the Boers 
and the itatememt of The Lokal Anzeigei 
regarding an alleged Anglo-German 
Portuguese treaty for the division of 
Portugal's c»Umies between Great Brit- 
ain and Germany, have aroused re- 
newed interest in Paris. 
While there 


!• a desire to discredit The Lokal An- 
«eiger'« statement, its publication has 
occasioned undoubted uneasiness, be- 
cause the consummation of such a plan 
would be a diplomatic stroke unfavor- 
able to France and Russia. 
The pos- 


session of Delagoa bay is believed to 
be as essential to British success In 
South Africa as a victory over the Bo&rs 
is essential to Great Britain's interna- 
tional prestige. 
Therefore, it Is felt 


that, if necessary, Greai Bri'taln will 
take extreme measures 


An official of the French office said to 


the correspondent of the Associated 
Press yesterday, with respect to the 
seizure of breadstufts: 
"Such a seizure 


is absolutely outside of international 
rights, and as foolish as though Great 
Britain, supposing h«r to be at war 
with Switzerland, should 
declare a 


blockade of Hamburg, for fear certain 
goods should reach the Swiss from that 
source. 
A decision to consider bread- 


stuffs contraband of war would be re- 
garded in diplomatic circles as a sui- 
cidal policy for Great Britain, as she 
•would be most dependent for food sup- 
plies upon other nations in case a war 
arose involving her." 


The official then proceeded to point 


out a number of precedents against the 
action of Great Britain in this matter. 
He cited her own refusal, during the 
Franco-Prussian war, to recognize as 
contraband coal consigned to France, 
although it was known to be intended 
for warships. 
A still more pertinent 


instance arose during the Franco- 
Chinese war, when Great Britain de- 
clined to accept a declaration of France 
making rice contraband. 


Obviously, however, the chief ground 


for apprehension is the belief that, if 
Great Britain should establish a cordon 
of vessels across Dclagoa bay, it would 
be necessary for all nations to send 
naval vessels there to protect individual 
rights. 
In such an event the presence 


of a large number of warships might 
create friction that would bring on 
•rave results.

RECORDER STOPS 


A "DUMB SHOW" 


Lawyer Weeks Asked Corn- 


ish to Give Pantomime 


Testimony 


New York, Dec. 30.—The most inter- 


esting event in connection with yester. 
day's proceedings in the Molineux trial 
occurred immediately before the ad- 
journment. Harry Cornish was on the 
witness stand and Mr. Weeks was con- 
ducting the cross-examination. Sud- 
denly Mr. W-Mks asked the witness to 
step from the stand, sit down at the end 
of the table occupied by the attorneys 
for the state, go through the perform- 
ance of opening the bottle of bromo 
seltzer, show how he knocked the con- 
tents into the glass, and how he poured 
the water from one glass to another, 
being careful to get approximately the 
same amount of water that he used in 
the preparation of the fatal dose on the 
morning of the murder of Mrs. Adams. 


Cornish complied with the request, and 


proceeded to demonstrate about how 
much he drank of the mixture, also 
about how much Mrs. Adams took of 
the poison. 
It was not until Mr. Weeks 


asked the witness to drink the water that 
the recorder interfered, 
remarking 


"This dumb show has gone far enough." 


Two of the most important witnesses 


for the prosecution were on the stand 
during the day. 
They were John D. 


Adams and Cornish, interesting points 
in connection with ^Jams' testimony 
yesterday were his request that the min- 
utes of the house committee of the 
Knickerbocker Athletic club, which he 
explained he had procured with con- 
siderable difficulty and which were in- 
complete in character, be placed in the 
custody of the court, where they would 
be accessible to the jury; the statement 
that Molineux prepared the program for 
the amateur circus in the spring of 
1897; the admission for Identification of 
a letter, which the witness said had been 
stolen from him. a lertpr which he 
claimed related to fraternity matters 
only; the assertion that he did not know 
whether or not he was responsible for 
the first mention of the name of Roland 
B. Molineux in connexion with 
tbfc 


poison package address, and his posi- 
tive identification of the handwriting on 
the poison package as that of Molineux 


The testimony of Cornish consisted 


largely of detail descriptions of the 
scenes on the morning of the murder it 
the Adams' flat. Recorder Goff refused 
to allow Mr. Weeks to ask any ques 
tions as to the present whereabouts of 
Mrs. Cornish, the wife of the witness, 
and whethei Mr. and Mrs Rogers, the 
latter the daughter of Mrs. Adams, had 
separated. 


Few facts were elicited in the attempts 


to trace the poison package from the 
Knickerbocker Athletic club to tin 
Adams flat. It was, however, discov 
ered that Cornish deposited the bromo 
seltzer bottle in his desk at the club, 11 
the presence of P. S. Pinneran; that li< 
lost the key to his desk, and that it wa.- 
afterwards found on the floor of tht 
Adams flat, after the death of Mrs 
Adams; that just before the murder ii 
was necessary for the engineer at th 
club to break open the desk for the 
purpose of removing various article1- 
and that the desk was repaired in . 
make-shift fashion. Cornish also test' 
fled that he was mistaken in his state 
merit to the newspapers immediately af 
ter the murder as to the time when li 
brought the poison package from tht 
club to his room at the Adams apart- 
ments, and that he had refreshed his 
memory by talking with Mrs. Rogers 
concerning the matter.

London. Dec. SO.—The Marseilles cor- 


respondent of The Dally Mall, telegraph- 
ing the substance of an interview with 
the Russian General Gourke, eldest son 
of the famous Gourke. who is now about 
starting for Pretoria, saye that the Rus- 
sian officer made the following state- 
ment: 
"I lUfcve been offered the com- 


mand of a Boer army corps. 
In my 


own mind I am absolutely confident 
of the succgss of the Boers. You matf 
take my word for it that thousands of 
Russians are now fighting under Gen- 
eral Joubart." 


The latest special dispatches from 


Chieveley Camp hint darkly at some 
Important 
movement as imminent. 


This is interpreted with some misgiv- 
ings, to mean that General Buller con- 
templates a renewal of his attempt to 
relieve Ladysmlth. 


It is reported by the same dispatches 


that the' Boers have now retired to the 
north bank of the Tugela, being afraid 
that the swollen river may bar their re- 
treat They are 
also moving their 


laagers nearer Ladysmith, probably 
with the intention of putting-further 
pressure on the garrison, which now 
seems to be suffering pretty heavily from 
th* bombardment. 


It is difficult, however, to conceive that 


General Buller would make another 
frontal attack, especially now that the 
river is rising; and an additional indi- 
cation that this is not his purpose is the 
fact that he has removed his head- 
quarters back to Frere. 


It Is known that further artillery is 


due to arrive for General Buller; but the 
belief hers is that bis forces even then 
will be too weak. He may, however, be 
animated by a desire to accomplish 
something before the arrival of Lord 
Roberts and to satisfy the keenness of 
his men to retrieve their defeat. 


Sir Charles Dilke. in The Daily Chron- 


icle, this morning, discusses Great 
Britain's relations to Delagoa bay with 
regard to. the food question. He says: 


"It would be one of the greatest follies

"Did It ever strike you," asked the \ 


little barber, "how easy It would be 
for the man that shaves you to kill 
you?" 


The man In the chair sat up quickly 


and looked carefully at the barber, 
who was feeling the edge of the razor 
with one finger. The barber smiled 
to reassure his customer and said: 


"It seems a queer question, 1 know, 


but It Is a wonder to me that there ' 
are not a number of people killed in 
• 


that way every year. 
It would be 


the easiest thing In the world for the 
barber as he wielded his razor to make 
one sweep with it and sever the Jugu- 
lar vela, and you would be dead almost 
on the Instant. Suppose, for Instance, 
that the barber should go Insane. 
There would be nothing to prevent 
his doing such a thing, and you would 
Lave no warning nor any opportunity 
to save yourself. 


"There is always a chance of a seri- 


ous accident happening to the man In 
the chair. I have seen a number of 
such accidents and have a horror of 
even nicking the man I am shaving. 
In fact, such an occurrence makes me 
feel out of sorts for the rest of the 
day. It was only a few days ago that 
I almost had an accident that gave 
me a great fright and completely un- 
nerved me. 1 was shaving a young 
man, and in passing from one side of 
the chair to the other a button of my 
waistcoat caught In his hair. It pulled 
a trifle, and he moved his head sud- 
denly just as 1 went to put the blade 
to hip face. 
I came within an ace of 


slashing him, and only a quick jump 
back saved him. 
The perspiration 


stood out on me, «nd I had to call one 
of the other men to finish shaving my 
customer. 


"But the worst accident I ever saw 


In a barber shop etscurred while I was 
working In a small town in the west. 
One of the patrons of the place was 
a 
business man whose 8-year-old 


daughter was lying at the point of 
death. Her father put In most of his 
time at her bedside. 
One afternoon 


while she was asleep he came in here 
to get shaved. He was so exhausted 
through lack of sleep that he fell 
asleep Immediately after he had taken 
his seat in the chair next to the one 
behiiid which 1 was at work. 


"He dreamed that some one had 


come Into the place to tell him that 
his child had died. 
With a cry of 


alarm he started up Just as the barber 
laid the razor against his neck. Into 
the flesh It sank. 
He was not yet 


thoroughly awake, and as he imagined 
that some one was holding him back 
from his child he threw out his hand 
to free himself, and his fingers closed 
over the blade of the razor. So dazed 
was he that he could not realize what 
had happened, but sat there in the 
chair, with the blood streaming from 
his throat and fingers. 


"The man who had0 done the cutting 


was the first to act, although half 
crazed. He hurried for a doctor while 
we stanched the flow of blood the best 
we knew how. 
Even as the doctor 


was at work sewing up the wounds 
a messenger came to say that the littla 
girl had died suddenly in tho greatest 
agony, calling for her father just be- 
fore she died. He was under the in- 
fluence of ether at the time and did 
Hot know, but aftarward, when he 
beard of the circumstances attending 
her death, he insisted that he had 
heard her cal^as he lay there asleep 
In the chair and that it was her cry 
that had caused him to make his sud- 
den movement. 


"For years after the accident he con- 


tinued to shave in the same shop 
where it had occurred, and It was 
never mentioned. 
He carried a re- 


minder of it for the remainder of his 
life. 
In addition to the scar on his 


throat, the fingers of his right hand 
were all drawn up and useless. 


"Sudden movements while in the bar- 


ber's chair are always apt to be ntteau- 
ed with serious results, and I could re- 
call dozens of Instances where it has 
been only the merest chance that has 
prevented serious if not fatal mishaps. 
Nine times out of ten where the person 
getting shaved receives a nick and lays 
the blame on the barber he should 
thaali the wielder of the razor that it 
was no worse. 
The probabilities are 


that it was quick action by the barber 
that prevented a bad cut. A slight 
nick often would have been a case for 
the doctor or coroner were It not for 
the watchfulness of the barber. Here 
yesterday I happened to draw blood 
from a young fellow's face near hia 
ear, and be made a great fuss about it, 
until I showed him that It was only 
the sudden withdrawal of the razor 
which resulted in the slight nick that 
prevented him losing a good part of h's 
ear. 
Then he was grateful and thank- 


ed me, besides promising to be more 
careful in the future. 


"But there are other ways the barber 


has of getting even," continued the lit- 
tle barber after relathering one side of 
his customer's face. "There is no need 
of his slashing a man. He can inflict 
Injuries that will make his victim de- 
cidedly uncomfortable, and at the same 
time the latter will not be aware of 
what is being done." What the barber 
meant by this last remark his victim 
did not ask.—New York Sun.

smallest for 12 years past. 


Though the year's record is not as yet 


complete, and the returns as to assete 
and liabilities are still more or less 
vague, it may be stated with a fair de- 
gree of certainty that the total number 
of failures, based upon complete re- 
turns for 11 months and partial returns 
for December, will be about 9550, a total

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COOKERY. 


FOR VERY YOUNG CHILDREN. 


By Christine Terhune Herrick, 


(Continued from las* week.) 


f When the age of eighteen months is 
reached, there are a few changes made, 
•Jthough the food remains materially the 
sa-me until the child Is two and a half 
years old. His meals come down to four 
K day, which he should take at seven, 
•leven, two and half past six o'clock. 
The yolk of a. soft-boiled egg and a small 
«nount of cereal are added to his break- 
fast bread and milk, or he may have 
bread and butter In place of the last. 
JHls morning lunch in unchanged, as is 
bis supper, except that for the latter a 
4ish of milk toast may sometimes be 
Substituted for the bread and milk. His 
dinner is more substantial and may con- 
list of a cupful of mutton or chicken 
broth or beef tea, about a tablespoonf ul 
Of 
underdone 
mutton 
or 
beef, 


minced very fine, baked or mashed po- 
tatoes or boiled rice, and junket or rice 
Or tapioca pudding for dessert. 


MUTTON OR LAMB BROTH. 


Put one pound of lean mutton or lamb 


Into a saucepan with on« quart of cold 
water. The neck of lamb may be used for 
this purpose or any of the coarser parts 
of the animal, so long as they are free 
from fat. Bring the water to a boil 
•lowly, allowing it to take an hour to 
reach this point. Keep the pot closely 
covered and let the meat stew slowly, 
Until it falls to pieces. Strain it out as 
•oon as it is cold and remove any of 
the fat that may have gathered on the 
top. Return it to the fire with a table- 
epoonful of rice which has been soaked 
in a little warm water, and simmei half 


, an hour. Add to it then a half cup of 


irsilk, season with a little salt and cook 
five minutes before serving. 


CHICKEN BROTH. 


Select a well-grown .fowl, cut it in 


pieces, and crack the bones. Put it in- 
to a saucepan with three pints of cold 
•water and proceed exactly as with the 
mutton broth. In both be very careful 
that the soup does not scorch after the 
addition of the milk. Unless it can be 
•watched constantly, it is better to cook 
-.it in a double boiler. 
9 
BOILED RICE. 


Wash a cupful of rice in two waters, 


and put it over the fire in two quarts of 
ellghtly salted water. Have it at a hard 
boil and keep it at this for fifteen or 
twenty minutes or until a grain of it is 
•oft when pinched between the thumb 
and finger. Turn of£ the water and let 
the rice dry off in the pot, as you would 
do with potatoes. 


It may se?m unnecessary to give direc- 


tions for so simple a dish as boiled rice, 
but it Is so seldom that one sees it prop- 
erly cooked that a repetition of the re- 
cipe is not out of place. 


MILK TOAST. 


Cut stale bread into slices of medium 


thickness, trim oft* the crust and toast it 
brown over a clear fir«. Dip each slice 
for a second in boiling water, butter 
lightly and lay in a deep dish. 
Boil 


enough milk to more than 
cover 


the toast, salt the milk to taste and pour 
it over the toast. The generous provision 
Of milk is rendered needful by the fact 
that the toast absorbs it very rapidly. 
Btand the dish in an oven or other warm 
place for five minutes before serving. 


TAPIOCA PUDDING. 


Soak a cupful of tapioca in enough 


Cold water to cover it, for two hours, 
drain off the water and pour on in its 
place a quart of milk. Let this stand for 
two hours longer, beat in two tablespoon- 
tuls of melted butter and two of sugar, 
and add three eggs, well whipped. Stir 
•well, -put in buttered pudding dish and 
bake until firm in a moderate oven. 


A» the child cuts his teeth, his food 


needs to be less carefully minced, and by 
the time he is thre* years old he may 
have his slice of underdone beef or mut- 
ton, or his bit of chicken or turkey cut 
into email pieces on hla plate, instead of 
feeing pounded or 'chopped into fineness. 


A few rules may be laid down as to 


the manner in which children should 
be fed. In the first place they (should 
never be hurried at their meals. AS a 
general thing, they are disposed to be 
leisurely in the consumption of their 
food, and gulping and bolting are ac- 
complishments acquired later in life. 
Their repasts should not be too far 
apart, lest they should be tempted 
through hunger to eat so rapidly that 
they do not masticate their food prop- 
erly. 
They should not be allowed to 


eat between meals. Nothing so soon 
upsets a young child's stomach as to b« 
perpetually nibbling at something, even 
if it be BO simiple a thing as a cracker or 
a piece of bread. 


It will do no harm to run over a few 


of the articles of food that should be 
completely banished from the young 
child's dietary. No salt or corned meats 
or fish should be permitted, no veal or 
fresh pork, no pickles or salads, catsups 
or olives, no hot bread, griddle-cakea, 
•weet cakes or pastry, none of the heavy 
Winter vegetables, or tomatoes, or 
green 
corn 
or 
canned 
goods of 


any 
kind. 
Fried 
foods 
of 
all 


*orta, 
cheese, 
rich 
stews. 
Jellies, 


dried fruits, bananas, nuts, preserves, 
fancy desserts, candies, should all be" 
tabooed. When there IB any uncertain- 
ty as to whether or not any article of 
diet •will agree with a child give him the 
benefit of tha doubt and withhold the 
food.

A VARIETY OF SANDWICH KILL- 


INGS. 


By Emma G. Jefferson. 


Bread for sandwiches should be at 


least a day old. Cut about one-quarter 
of an inch thick and remove the crusts. 
Fancy shapes can be made by cutting 
rounds or hearts from the bread with 
cookie cutters. The butter should be 
warm enough to spread smoothly. The 
crusts and cutting should be utilized for 
"crumbs" for croquettes, etc., by plac- 
ing them in a large dripping pan in the 
oven and slowly bringing to a golden 
brown, when they may be rolled fine and 
put into a closed fruit jar ready for use 
when needed. 


EGG SANDWICHES. 


Boil fresh laid eggs five minutes. Shell 


them while warm and place them in a 
bowl with a good-sized piece of butter, 
some salt and pepper. Mash them as 
fine as posible with a silver fork. When 
a well-seasoned paste has been formed 
In this way spread on bread buttered or 
not as preferred. 


ENGLISH "WALNUT FILLING. 


Use graham Of whole wheat bread for 


this filling. Chop English walnuts very 
fine and mix them into a paste with a 
good boiled salkd dressing made as fol- 
lows: 


Beat two eggs well, add one-fourth 


of a teaspoonful of salt, one teaspoon of 
sugar, one-fourth of a teaspoon of must- 
ard, and beat well. When beaten add 
three tablespoonfuls of vinegar an<3 
beat again, and Jastly one tablespoonful 
of cream, beating all together thorough- 
ly. Piace in a dish of hot water and 
cook until about the thickness of cream, 
stirring all the time. 


PEANUT FILLING. 


Shell the peanuts, removing the loose 


brown skin. Then crush the peaauts to 
a fine powder by rolling them on the 
bread board, or they can be chopped 
very fine; salt slightly and mix them 
into a paste with melted butter. Spread 
either white or graham bread with th» 
filling.

"RICHES. 


Chop very fine any parts of a cold 


boiled chicken and mix with some o'f the 
cold gravy; season with salt and pep- 
per; celery chopped with the chicken is 
a very appetizing addition. 


HAM PASTE FOR SANDWICHES. 
Chop very fine any cold boiled or fried 


ham and mix into a paste by using a 
very little cold cream sauce made by 
heating one cup of milk and thickening 
with one tablespoonful flour and adding 
seasoning of butter and salt. Spread on 
white or brown bread. 


BEEFSTEAK SANDWICHES. 


Chop very fine any cold cooked beef- 


Bteak, season with salt and pepper and 
make into a paste for spreading with 
melted butter. 


To have any variety of sandwich the 


most satisfactory, the meat or nuts for 
filling should be made very fine. In 
Ben-ing they may be made attractive cut 
in fancy shapes from both white and 
graham bread, and the two varieties In 
color piled neatly on the same fancy 
plate. Olives or small cucumber pickles 
are always desirable served with them. 


A variety of sandwiches can be pre- 


pared from the fancy cream cheeses. 


MOLASSES POUND CAKE. 


Cream two-thirds of a cup of butter, 


add gradually three-quarters of a cup 
o£ sugar, two eggs well beaten, two- 
thirds cup of molasses and two of flour, 
with three- fourths of a teaspoonf ul soda, 
one teaspoonful cinnamon, one-half tea- 
spoonful allspice and one-fourth tea- 
spoonful each of clove and mace. Com- 
bine mixtures and beat thoroughly. Add 
one-half cup raisins seeded and cut into 
pieces, and two ounces citron finely 
chopped. Bake in small tins twenty to 
twenty-five minutes.

THE COUNCIL PRESIDENCY 


The Inauguration of the city govern- 


ment takes place Monday. The most 
Important thing: to be done at the in- 
auguration is the election, of the presi- 
dent of the city council. Next to the 
mayor, the president of the city council 
la probably the most important official 
to the city govenment. It rests with 
him whether the council shall abide 
by those rules of parliamentary law 
•which permit of fair but not unneces- 
sary and unintelligent debate. Besides 
Ithe council look to-him principally for 
Information which! may not crane to 
.them from committees or may not be 
in the possession of members. In short, 
the efficiency of the council to a great 
extent depends upon the president. 
Several names have been mentioned In 
connection with the presidency but of 
all those mentioned the names of V. A. 
Whitaker and C. W. Dennett seem, to 
be names of men best fitted for the of- 
fice. The council do not contain better 
timber in their number for the presi- 
iency than Mr. Whitaker, but it is a 
Question whether the city would not 
lose if Mr. Whitaker were elected. Mr. 
Whitaker has been ai most valuable 
man on the council floor. No man In 
the council is better informed on mat- 
ters pertaining to city finances, nor 
has any man in the council a fuller 
knowledge of city affairs In general 
than Mr. Whitaker. Mr. Whitaker de- 
serves the honor of being, chosen the 
council's president and no doubt the 
council stand ready to 
unanimously 


confer it upon him, but it is beyond 
question that Mr. Whitaker could be 
lar more valuable to the city by re- 
maining on the floor than he could be 
If he became the council's presiding 
officer. Information, as we have said, 
IB .required in. the man in the chair, but 
Jt is particularly information, relating 
to the executive and the purpose or 
scope of the business in hand. But 
Mr. Whitaker's information is much 
more than thle; it is a history of the 
city government, which, ably uaed on 
the floor, would do much, as it always 
has done, to illuminate the matter un- 
der consideration and assist the coun- 
cil la keeping close to the line of prog- 
ress on which North Adams has moved 
and hopes to move. It la only on the 
floor and in debate that Mr. Whltak- 
f r'» fund of public knowledge could be 
' Kd to the fullest advantage of the

Be sure to describe your ailments In 


detail. Disease is so interesting. Then 
unload your worries. What is a friend 
for if not to bestow sympathy upon 
us? If anything cheerful presents itself 
to your mind, cut that short. 


I strongly advise that you give not 


one moment's thought to the desires of 
the absent one. Do not ask yourself 
what she wishes to hear. True, her 
letter to you might be some guide, but 
that may have been merely the re- 
flection of a passing mood. Neither 
should you meditate on her character, 
unless it Is in order to produce a hap- 
py contrast. If she likes books you can 
write of children. Is she always in- 
terested in dress? Then -describe your 
house plants. Should she not be above 
a little innoent gossip you might quote 
something) abput Relent Home. In 
pursuing this course you will not be 
alone in the world, for it is rarely in- 
deed that anyone studies the tastes of 
a correspondent. 


It is not nearly as important that 


your friend should know your opinion 
of the marked article which she sent 
you as that she should be made ab- 
solutely certain whether it came on 
Thursday or Friday. Never study va- 
riety, or think what kind of a letter 
you sent last in this direction. Why 
should you? 


Do not insult the other's intuitions 


by answering any of her questions. In- 
deed you might as well leave her in 
doubt whether her last letter was re- 
ceived. Reduce the connecting links 
and the common interests to their 
smallest proportions. Or, if you prefer, 
manifest your interest in her affairs 
by 
repeating 
nearly 
every 
word 


=>he has written, in order to add a com- 
monpiace comment. It will save you 
iro thinking up anything new for her 


e ntertainment. 


If you have anything it particularly 


concerns your friend to know, mention 
it briefly at the last and say you 
would write more about that if you 
had time.

ENGINE AND CARS OAMAG tD 


Engineer Worrell Had Narrow Escape 


From Being Crushed. Could Not 


See Approaching Train as He 


Ran Towards Switch 


The local yard of the Boston and 


Albany road was partially blocked by 
a freight wreck which occurred at 9.20 
this morning, and which damaged an 
engine and several freight cars. No 
one was injured, although Engineer 
Fred Morrell of this city had a narrow 
escape. The loss could not be esti- 
mated exactly this morning, especially 
the loss to the engine. One side of this 
was badly damaged, but It is not be- 
lieved that the vital parts of the en- 
gine are injured. One freight car was 
thrown from the tracks, but damaged 
chiefly in the trucks. The frame of 
one car was reduced partially to kind- 
ling wood and will be destroyed, and 
another car was .partially wrecked. 


The accident was caused by engine) 


73 running into the middle of the morn- 
ing freight from Pittsfleld at a switch 
near the freight house. Engineer Mor- 
rell, with Fireman William Sloat, was 
switching in the yards, and with one 
car was running south toward the 
main freight track. 
The morning 


freight was just coming into the sta- 
tion, in charge of Engineer William, 
Kipp of Pittsfleld and Fireman Edward 
Payne. 


The side track curves away from the 


main track in such a way that Engi- 
neer Morrell did not see the approach- 
ing train, and the noise of his ow i en- 
gine prevented him from hearing it. 
Fireman Sloat saw the approaohinng 
train and shouted to his engineer. The 
later reversed his engine, but there 
was not time to prevent the engine 
from running over the switch. 
The 


freight had about half passe 1 the 
switch, and the switch engine struck it 
about in the center. Engineer Morell 
had barely time enough to jump to the 
other side of his cab to escape being 
crushed. 


The cars that were struck were part- 


ly loaded, but the contents of the cars 
was not injured, and was 
quickly 


transferred. 


The wreaking train under the direc- 


tion of Master Mechanic Peck of Pitts- 
field was brought to the city, and by 
the middle of this afternoon hwl the 
tracks cleared. The loss to the cars 
will probably amount to about $500,

HALF A MILLION 


Climax to Many Gifts to 
Bap- 


tists During His 


Life

Boston, Dec. 30.—The Boston Baptist 


Social union, which was given a round 
half million by the will of the late Daniel 
S. Ford, has been In existence 35 years, 
and during most of that time Mr. Ford 
was closely identified with its work. 


The organization was almost purely of 


a social nature until 1883, when Mr. Ford 
urged a systfe*^ of reaching out to non- 
churchgoers *»,non,g working people and 
the boarding nou.se population. As a re- 
sult, a work was taken up which gaVs 
the organization its character. 


Today the organization has about 2BO 


members, drawn from the Baptist 
churches of Greater Boston. It expends 
from $4000 to $7000 a year, among Its ' 
beneficiaries being the Harvard Street 
church, the Boston Baptist Bethel and a 
church at Field's Corner. Within the 
past few years the union has distributed 
about $100,000 of Mr. Ford's mdhey. 


The money was spent In paying «a1- 


aries of ministers, in providing music, 
and in otherwise paying running ex- 
penses. The Harvard Street church 
especially received largely of Mr. Ford's 
money. He was greatly interested in 
that church. He was Interested greatly 
In the Ruggles Street church also. 


The trustees of the fund of $150,000 left 


to Mr. Ford's daugfc^er, Sarah Ella 
Hartshorn, are Wllltfwi A. Munroe of 
Cambridge, Seth Meciell of Boston and 
Henry Hickley of Boston. 


The idea of the Baptist Social union 


first originated at a meeting held on 
March 5,1864, in the old Tretnont Temple, 
where organization and adoption of prln- 
plples was completed. 


The membership of the society num- 


bered 60, Mr. Ford's name being 18th on 
the list, comprising the leading members 
of the Bap^st churches in Boston. 


They have met regularly every month 


since that Ume, and throughout his con- 
nection with them Mr. Ford had given 
freely from his purse. 


It Is Incumbent upon the union before 


receiving the legacy to Incorporate, and 
this, as expressed by many of the offi- 
cers, will be done, probs&ly at their first 
February meeting. 


The bulk of the cash suma win b« used 


according to Mr. Ford's wishes, for the 
erection of a new building, situated as 
near as possible to the business center, 
but Its location and plan have not yet 
been considered. 


BIG FIRE LOSS THIS YEAR 


Chief Byars' Report Interesting Re- 


commendations Made 


Chief Byars has completed the statis- 


tics of his annual report, and will com- 
plete the entire report within a few 
days. His recommejida-tionsi will be of 
interest, as they will restate what he 
recommended last year, showing the 
need and the economy of a new flre 
house next city hall. 
He will also 


recommend that gongs be placed in the 
homes of the assistant engineers, sim- 
ilar to the one in the chief's home. He 
will advise that the extra horse, from 
the former hose 1 team, be kept in the 
department as a rnueli needed reserve. 
It is possible that he will recommend 
that so long as the present htose 1 rooms 
are occupied, the large room occupied 
by the band be turned into a gymna- 
sium. 


The report shows that the flre loss has 


been the largest in the history of the 
city, reaching ?37,414.10. This was due 
in large measure to the losses sustained 
in the burning of the Columbia theater 
and the Congregational chapel, the two 
largest fires in the year. The total 
amount of property endangered was 
valued at $245,950.43. 


The department answered 57 calls 


during the year, the chemical only re- 
sponding to 14. Water was used at 
only 10 of the fires, the others being 
extinguished by either the chemical or 
hand extinguishers. The greai, value of 
the chemical is again shown in this 
year's report. Six of the alarms sent 
in this year were needless. 


The number of calls was large, as 


well as the loss, the number in 1S9S 
being only 30, in 1897, 27, and in 1S96, 30. 
The fire loss in 1898 was $10,461.96.

As today is the last week day of the

JUBILATION IN NEGROS. 


OELEBBATION OH LIBEETT DAT. 


Fertilities Began With a Civic Fro- 


ce*»ion In Which Were Allegorical 
Floats—Sham Fight Between Tw* 
Detuchmenta ot American Soldier* 
Amiued the Public —A Filipino 
Poem. 
The island of Negros, in the Philip- 


pines, was turned over to the native 
civil authorities appointed by General 
Otis on Nov. 5, the anniversary of the 
hauling down of the Spanish flag. The 
event was made the occasion for a cel- 
ebration extending over three days, an 
interesting account of which is given 
in La Libertad of Bakolod, the capital 
of the island, of Nov. 9, 1899, "2 of our 
emancipation." Rain bad fallen in tor- 
rents for two days, but the weather 
cleared up in time for the show. Tb« 
houses were decorated with red, white 
and blue draperies and with Amer- 
ican flags, and the town was crowded 
with people, who came in from the 
country and from the neighboring is- 
land of Panay. 


The festivities began on Sunday aft- 


ernoon, Nov. 5, with a "civicr proces- 
sion," in which were allegorical floats. 
The leading one represented the press, 
and from a hand press on it were struck 
off handbills, on which were printed 
poems by Ridel. These were snatched 
eagerly by the infantile element that 
Eurrounded the car and followed it 
along the itinerary. The next morn- 
Ing at 5 bands played in the streets to 
wake the people up, and at 8 all the 
authorities went to church, where a 
"Te Deum" was sung. 
At 9:30 the 


military officials met General Otis' ap- 
pointees in the Government House, 
where General Smith, the military gov- 
ernor, administered the oath of alle- 
giance and of office to Chief Justice 
Estanislao Yusay, who then in turn ad- 
ministered the same oath to the other 
ofBeials. 
General Smith then turned 


the government over to the new civil 
governor, Senor Melecio Severino, in a 
short speech, to which Governor Seve- 
rino replied, and Lieutenant Colonel 
Miner of the Sixth infantry, command- 
Ing the military district, said a few 
words on behalf of the arny. There 
was a state dinner, horse races in the 
afternoon and a ball at night. 


On Nov. 7 there was a regatta in the 


forenoon and a sham flglit between 
two detachments of American soldiers 
In the afternoon. The fight "delighted 
the public, who applauded loudly those 
who made believe to be killed on ac- 
count of the natural way in which they 
fell." 


In the evening there was a literary 


and musical entertainment, •which be- 
gan at 11 o'clock and must have lasted 
all night. "The culture of the people 
of Negros was never manifested more 
clearly," says La Libertad. 
Young la- 


dies played pieces by Rubenstein and 
sang Tosti and operatic songs, and In 
between an inordinate amount of poet- 
ry was recited.' Seven columns of se- 
lections are printed by La Libertad, 
Which apologizes for omitting the oth- 
ers on the ground that it was unable 
to get copies from the reciters. 
The 


verses seem to hare been chosen more 
for poetic merit than because they 
Were suited to the occasion, though the 
Idea of liberty is at the bottom of sev- 
eral. "To the Nameless Martyrs of the 
Fatherland," "To Poland," "To Rome," 
"To Bolivar." A poem "To the Philip- 
pines," though beginning witrt an al- 
lusion to the liberation, soon turns to 
a description of natural beauties. 


"Virgin of Malaysia, spray of flow- 


ers, silvered by the foam of the rough 
seas, thine are my sighs and love, of 
the quavering rhythm of my song. Now 
thy breast is radiant free from bonds; 
now art thou clad in no helot's garb, 
as yesterday, and now the dreamed of 
dawn shines in thine eyes, and thy 
tunic floats free from stain."

Finding of the First African Dia- 


mond—HOTT Earner Barnato and 
Cecil Rhodes Wcr« Pitted Againrt 
Each Other—Origin ot the Famous | 


' He Beer* Company. 


It Is a strange coincidence that of the 


two little bands of Boer emigrants who 
fled from Cape Colony in 1836 to es- 
cape English oppression one should 
settle on 40 miles of gold and the Qther 
on 100 acres of diamonds. The wild- 
est Imagination of the old vortrekker 
had never conceived of such a possi- 
bility. His only desire was to reach 
some place where he could see neither 
a British redcoat nor the boundary lino 
of his nearest neighbor. He did not 
ieven know diamonds when he sav, 
them, and thus the children of Burgh- 
er Jacobs at Hope Town had been 
| playing for several weeks with a dia- 
mond of wondroua brilliancy among 
ftiome other pebbles before a neighbor, 
Schnlk Van Neiklrk, was attracted 


I thereby. He thought the stone might 
be valuable and offered to buy it, but 
Mrs. Jacobs laughed at the Idea. "Take 
It," she saift, "with pleasure. It's only 
kicking about the bouse here." 


That was In 1866. The next year at 


'the universal exhibition at Paris this 
1 stone was displayed as "the first Afri- 
can diamond," says a correspondent of 
the New York World. 
It weighed 


21 3-16 carats and was bought by Sir 
Philip Wodehouse, then governor of 
Cape Colony, foi- ss.wio. 


But a good 100 years previous to that 


time something was known of this dia- 
mond district, for if you go in the li- 
brary of the capitol building at Bloem- 
fottein, Orange Free State, you will 
notice in a far corner a little old map 
of Griqualand West made by a mis- 
sionary in 1750 and on it inscribed 
these wjords, "Here Be Diamonds." 
Since those days the treasures of 
Griqualand have yielded something 
like $600,000.000. The bulk of this vast 
sum has gone to enrich the wealth 
and aristocracy of England, another 
part the treasury of the British em- 
pire, and to the Orange Free State has 
accrued that petty little $450,000. 


Fortunes? Why, after the first dis- 


covery the staid burghers tripped over 
fortunes every day. The same Mr, Van 
Neiklrk who disposed of the Jacobs 
pebble soon after found a gem weigh-* 
Ing 83^ carats, which be sold for $56,- 
000 In Hope Town. It is known as the 
Star of Africa and Is one of the world's 
great jewels. In 1868 came the discov- 
ery of the Du Toit's Pan by a Boer 
named Van Wyk, who picked out a big 
diamond that was imbedded in the 
walls of his mud house. Finally a 
young Boer hunter who was walking 
across Mr. De Beers' farm, while sit- 
ting under a mimosa tree to get protec- 
tion from the tropical sun, kicked up a 
sparkling stone, and it was then that 
the great rush to Africa began. The 
legend, "Here Be Diamonds," was flash- 
ed about the world. The gambler in 
Denver and the shopkeeper in Moscow 
both saw it. The good and bad from 
both sides of the equator came on a i 
tidal wave, and when this mass was [ 
sifted and sorted there remained just 
two—Barney Barnato and Cecil John 
Rhodes. 


Politics, they tell us, makes queer 


bedfellows. 
But what of an Africa 


diamond mine? Here was the son of 
an English clergyman, just from Ox- 
ford, cultured and of good lineage, 
chumming it with a circus ridej: and 
mountebank from Bell lane, Spitalfields, 
London. Barnato's real name was Bar- 
nett Isaacs, and he came out to South 
Africa in 1873 at the age of 21. On the 
way out he amused the ship's company 
by doing parlor tricks, singing cockney 
songs and boxing with the sailors. At 
Kimberley he continued the vocation 
of an entertainer, but dropped boxing 
from his repertory when a better man 
showed up. 


The future diamond king soon be- 


came a "kopje walloper"—that is, a 
dealer in diamonds—and in 1876 bought 
his first claim In the Kimberley mine. 
That was the beginning. Each month 
as some claim holder exhausted his 
funds to continue drilling 
Barnato 


bought him out until, In 1881, he own- 
ed enough claims to organize a compa- 
ny known as the Barnato Diamond 
Mining company; capitalization, $575,- 
000. He bad become so renowned as a 1 
financier that, as he said. If funds were • 
•wanted to build a tunnel from London j 
to Kimberley he could get them. 
| 


It was at this moment that the cler- 


gyman's son came out to be cured of 
consumption. The dry air of Kimber- 
ley revived him so speedily that, back- 
ed by Rothschild capital; he had soon 
done exactly with the De Beers mine 
what Barnato had done with the Kim- 
berley—bought up all the claims. These 
two then were pitted against each oth- 
er. Was It to be war or peace? Dia- 
monds were selling for 10 shillings a 
carat owing to the competition. 
It 


cost 15 to mine them. The condition 
could not last. Would the circus rider 
join bands with the preacher's son 
and make humanity pay for Its love of 
adornment as It pleased these two? 
No! Well, then, let it be war. 


The French company owned part of 


the Kimberley mine, and through this 
concern Cecil Rhodes began buying 
claims at Kimberley. It made Barnato 
pause.

•Beers Consolidated Mines, Unified, the 
most powerfully organized company in 
existence, a company about whose 
secret ramifications less Is known than 
of the Elcusinian mysteries of ancient 
.Greece, a coin cany the lu-i*} ana front 
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of which Is Cecil John Rhodes, a com- 
pany some of whose directors are 
prominent members of parliament, a 
company in which the royal family of 
England itself is interested. 


The De Bucrs company owns or con- 


trols five mines—the Kimberley, De 
Beers, Du Toil's Pan, Bullfontein and 
Premier. The former two are right in 
the town of Klmbesjley. They are by 
far the richest. Tue last two are not 
worked at present. These mines sup- 
ply the world with diamonds. 
The 


amount that comes from other sources 
is unimportant. The output is deliber- 
ately limited to about $20,000,000 worth 
of stones each year that prices may be 
kept up. 


The report for the 12 months ending 


June, 1S98, shows that the stockhold- 
ers divided among themselves about 
$8,000,000. The capital stock of the 
De Beers company is $19,744,775 in $25 
shares, with $17,500,000 in 5 per cent 
first mortgage debentures issued in 
1894. 


But these figures convey only a faint 


idea of the wealth of tnis corporation 
or its real significance. 
When the 


writer was at Kimberiey, Mr. Williams 
showed him the year's output on a tray 
ready to be sent to London. Picking 
up a handful, he said: "If we deducted 
that many, there would be a cry of 
•mercy' go up from the diamond bro- 
kers. They must depend on us solely to 
make their living." 


"Is this all the diamonds you produce 


a year?" I asked. 


"Bach day," was the reply, "we fig- 


ure on taking out §100,000 worth." 


This means that while only $20,000,- 


000 worth of diamond's appear on the 
markets for sale in 12'months the De 
Beers company really ptoduces ?36,- 
BOO.OOO worth.

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NEARLY A TRAGEDY. 


A Kipling Story Duplicated In 


Revpecta at Fort Myer. 


Kipling's story, "In the Matter of a 


Private," written years ago in India 
about a British soldier, was duplicated 
almost exactJj the other day at Fort 
Myer, just across the rlvei from Wash- 
ington. 


Nicholas Davis of Troop B, Third 


cavalry, an enlisted man from the state 
of Kentucky, went daft over real or 
fancied wrongs inflicted by member* 
of his troop and, aggravated by drink, 
obtained a Krag-Jorgensen and a sup- 
ply of ammunition, barricaded himself 
in the troop's quarters and began fir- 
ing In every direction through the open 
windows at each private or civilian 
putting in an appearance within range. 
Fortunately, his marksmanship was 
not good, and his bullets did no Injury. 


The commandant at the fort, after 


exhausting all possible efforts to cap- 
ture the crazy trooper without sacri- 
ficing the lives of any pf his men, final- 
ly ordered him shot, and a sergeant 
and squad were detailed for that pur- 
pose, says the St Louis Globe-Demo- 
crat. Instead of ordering a volley flr- 
ed, however, the sergeant, who is a 
craek marksman, took a single shot at 
the crazed soldier. Only Davis' head 
and the stock and barrel of his rlfla 
could be seen above the window sill. 
The sergeant's bullet broke the am- 
munition chamber of the Krag-Jorgen- 
sen, driving the pieces of metal Into 
Davis' face and head, stunning but not 
killing him. 


This remarkably fortunate shot pre- 


vented what might otherwise have cre- 
ated considerable comment, the order- 
Ing of a soldier to be shot without trial 
in time of peace. Davis was secured 
and if he does not recover his reason 
will be transferred to St. Elizabeth, 
the government Insane hospital

saying that his first duty was to re- 
port to the war department

Billy fhe Terror, who makes bis home on 
the monitor Terror. This goat seeing to be 
happy on the limited deck space of the 
monitor, where bo frequently lives .for 
weeks at a time without going ashore. He 
is an educated goat, much time having 
been spent in teaching him tricks.

HOW JOHN JACOB ASTOR AND HIS 


SYNDICATE CONTROL HONDURAS. 


The Multimillionaire Inapecta HI* New 


Domaim and Retnr&f to Get ljv« Ameri- 
can* to Go Down There and Develop the 
Blchoi of the Land. 
Just as a filar John Jacob Astor has 


bought a controlling .interest in Honduras. 
Although this little Central American re- 
public has a government of its own, ba is 
as much its dictator In fact as if he were 
so in name The syndicate of which he Is 
at the bead not only owns 600,000 acres of 
laud there, besides controlling the rail- 
road, but conducts the business of the 
Honduras custom bouse 


Recently Mr Astor paid » vi«lt to hla 


new possessions, running down in bis 
yacht Nourmabal 
First he looked at the 


railroad 
This road, while now only 47 


miles in lengtb, cannot by running night 
and day do all tbo business offoied to it 
In tbo banuna business alone it keeps 
three steamships per week running to New 
Orleans and two weekly to other ports 


Mr Autor went up tp the terminus at 


Potrerillos tbe Urst day and came back on 
the bicycle inspection car He talked with 
Chief Engineer Laokie that night, and the 
result was that tbe present line will be re- 
laid to standard gauge and tbe plans for 
tbe narrow gauge extension to Amapala 
on the Pacific, coast changed to correspond. 


Next be spent a wbole day in investigat- 


ing the customs service. His syndicate 
controls the wbole export and import busi- 
ness of Honduras by guaranteeing to tbe 
government $500,000 a year 
The syndi- 


cate has agents in every custom bon»e, 
spies along tbe border lines and revenue 
cutters along tbe coast.

lot of foreign sharpers 80 years ago. It is

oat, the color in oats which every goou 
Bailor believes Insures tbe best of luck. 


How it chanced tbat tbe Maine was 


blown up with a black oat aboard, and old 
Tom at tbat, is a problem which puzzlea 
tbe sailors a good deal. Tom never seemed 
to belong to any one in particular, but 
was considered common property or snip's 
property and was oared for by every one. 
He would ocuasionaliy show a preference 
for some sailor, accompany him aloft and 
run about tbe rigging in cny kind of 
weather with a security born of lifelong 
experience and great natural aptitude. 


At tht time of tiie Maine disaster Tom 


was sleeping peacefully three decks down, 
or a distance of nearly 90 feet below tbe 
upper deck. How he managed to escape is 
a mystery, but he did. In tbe confusion 
of that awful night Tom was lost sight of, 
but the next morning he was discovered 
crying pitifully, crouched on the part of 
the wreck which remained above water. 
He was first discovered by Commander 
Wainwrlght, who hastened to take him off 
In tk boat and remove him to the Fern, 
where tbe sailors received him as an old 
friend, and where he has once more as- 
sumed his post as tbe senior oat of the 
United States navy. 


Tbe other survivor of the Maine was 


Captain Sigsbee's little pug dog Peggy. 
Peggy was asleep in the captain's state- 
room when tne explosion occurred and 
was forgotten in the confusion which fol- 
lowed.

review for the year In Western Mas- 
sachusetts. According to its report, 
the figures of work done in North Ad- 
ams are encouraging, although 
the 


number of tenements built has been 
smaller than in some years. The Re- 
publican's story 
follows for North 


Adams and Adams; 


The most important of North Ad- 


ams's new buildings is the Wellington 
hotel on State street, which was begun 
last year and finisneo. tats season. It 
was built by P. J. Boland at a cost of 
about $100,000 and is an imposing struc- 
ture for a city of the size of North Ad- 
ams. It is iix stories high, the front 
being- of light colored brick, and is 
handsomely finished on the exterior 
and interior. Next to the Wellington 
the most impfortant building operations 
of the year, aside from those of manu- 
facturing concerns, have been on Bank 
street, the south end of which ha^ 
been 
completely transformed. 
Six 


handsome and modern, blocks ha,v3 
been erected on that street, all of them 
four stories high. Two of these were 
built by A. M. Robinson, the approx- 
imate cost being §30,000 and $10,000 res- 
pectively. These are ^ light-dolored 
brick with, stone trimmings and stand 
on the east aide of the street south of 
the block in which the postofflce was 
formerly located. Tne -udber blocks on 
this street were built by George N. 
Rich. The one next to Mr. Robinson's 
is similar to his and cost about $25.000. 
and the next is a handsome stlone and 
brick structure on the corner of Bank 
and Summer streets, costing about $20,- 
000. All of these blocks contain stores 
on the first floors and offices and tene- 
ments above. On the opposite corner 
of Bank and Summer streets is the 
Barrow hotel, four stories high. It ia 
built of marble and is g'enerally re- 
garded as the handsomest building in 
the city. Adjoining this building on 
Bank street is another which is a sep- 
arate piece of property, though both 
were built together of thei same ma- 
terial, and the exterior finish is so 
similar that the twio have the amecr- 
ance of being one building. Together 
they cost about $50,000. In addition tu 
his other building operations this year 
Mr. Rich has broken ground for a $10,- I 
000 stone and brick block on Summer 
street, just east of the one on the cor- 
ner. As the ground, oa which these 
buildings stand was occupied! only a 
short time ago as residence property, 
the appearance of that part of the city 
has been changed almost beyond re- 
cognition. 


Important building has been alone by 


some of the manufacturing concerns. 
The North Adams manufacturing com- 
pany has built an addition to its wool- 
en mill at Braytonville, at a cost of 
Si o.OOO exclusive of machinery. The ad- 
rt't'On is of brick, 55 by 80 feet, and four 
sif. 'es high. The Arnold print works 
have b i't an addition to their dyeing 
and bleaching department. This addi- 
tion is 200 by 60 feec, and three stories 
high, the first being of stone and the 
others of brick. The company has also 
erected a storehouse 155 by 80 feet, and 
five stories high. These two buildings 
oost about $70,000. A $5000 addition has 
been fcoiilt to the Csaver mill, owned 
by Gallup & Heighten. The Windscrr 
print works have added a story to their 
brick dye house, which is 200 by 75 feet, 
and have made important improve- 
ments 
to

erected. These two improvements cost 
about $25,000, and in. addition, to this 
outlay the company has put up a $5000 
bam.

building record this year, beating North 
Adams in the number of dwellings and 
tenements erected. The now Berkshire 
mill, costing $200,000, is by far the most 
important building enterprise In north 
Berkshire this season, and.Bwolls the 
building: investment to 1330,700, a sum 


which shows that the town ranks with 
the live and rapidly growing comuni- 
ties of Western Massachusetts.

DIED WHILE DANCING 


Tragic Death of Miss Melvi- 


na Chouinard Early 


This Morning 


FELLTQ FLOOR WITHOUT WARNING 


And Died Before Medical Aid Could 


Reach Her. Private Dancing Party 


Changed 
Suddenly 
From 


Ga ety to Mourning 


A scene of gaiety was suddenly 


changed to mourning' at an early hour 
this morning1 by the sudden death, of one 
of those who w*ere taking part in a 
private dance. Miss Melvina Chouin- 
ard, a 19 years old girl, dropped t» the 
floor unconscious while dancing-, and 
died before medical aid could reach 
her. 


The dance was in the house of Jo- 


seph Mtociuln, known as the old Tyler 
house, at 75 Union street. Miss Chou- 
inard's brother and another young man 
had gotten up the. affair, and there 
were 14 couples present. Shortlj after 
midnight, while dancing, Mis® Chouin- 
ard, without warning1 of any feeling of 
illnessv fell to the floor. The dancers 
thought she had- fainted simply, and 
tried to restore her to consciousness by 
the usual methods, 


D'octora were sent for immediately, 


and Drs. Hobbie, Woodward, Crofts 
and Medical Examiner O. J. Brown 
were soon at tha house. 
Before the 


first of them arrived,' however, the girl 
had died without recovering conscious- 
ness. 


Some of the doctors thought that 


death was due to heart disease, but the 
.medical examiner gave it as his opinion 
that syncope was the cause. 


It was said by one of the party that 


about midnight tho girl v ho had been 
dancing all 
the 
evening and was 


flushed with the exercise, had gone 
outside to cool off, and then came into 
the warm room, again to begin, dancing 
immediately. 


The occurrence was a terrible shock 


to the entire party, her friends being 
almost hea.rt broken at 
the tragic 


death.

Miss Choinard was the daughter of 


Alphe .Chouinard of 5 Rand street. She 
was employed in the Eclipse mill, and 
after returning from work last evening 
ate her supper as usual, and soon went 
to the dance. So far as known she was 
in excellent health.

She leaves besides her father, two 


sisters and six brothers. Her father 
was married for the second time about 
three weeks ago. 


The complete funeral arrangements 


have not yet been. made. The funeral 
will probably be held Monday, and the 
body will be taken for burial to the 
family's former home in Canada.
